1 . (Currently Amended) A decorative material comprising a surface layer and 
a base material layer laminated and integrated on a rear surface of the surface layer, 
wherein the surface layer comprises at least a surface resin layer made of a cured 
material of an ionizing radiation curing resin, arid a blocking layer for blocking an 
ooze out of an uncured material of a thermosetting resin, and I[an]J a first 
impregnated paper layer fomied by a paper impregnated vwtii the thermosetting resin 
and cured, laminated from a surface side; and wherein at least an uppermost suri^ace 
of the base material layer rs adjacont to tho imprognat e d papor layer of the surfc ieo 
l ^r and furthof comprises the a second impregnated paper layer formed bv a 
paper ImDreonated vwth tiie tiierm osettinQ resin and cured, and further wherein the 
blocking laver is for med to cover an entire surface of the surface resin laver . 

2. (Cunrentiy Amended) The decorative material according to claim 1 , 
wherein the btocking layer is an impregnated blocking layer, and wherein the 
impregnated blocking layer is formed by impregnating the paper comprising the first 
impregnated paper layer and the impregnated blocking layer is disposed is fomied to 
Qdiaoont to between the surface resin layer and the first impregnated paper laver , 

3. (Previously Presented) The decorative material according to claim 2, 
wherein a pattern ink layer is provided between the surface resin layer and the 
impregnated blocking layer 

4. (Cumently Amended) The decorative material according to claim 1 . 
wherein the blocking layer is an independent blocking layer, and wherein the 
independent blocking layer is disposed between the prosont on a surface resin layer 
sidoof and tiie first impregnated paper layer^ and wherein the independent blocking 
layer is not impregnated i n the pap e r comprising tho i mpr e gna t ed pap e r l ayer . 

5. (Previously Presented) The decorative material according to claim 4. 
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wherein a pattern ink layer Is provided either l>etween the surface resin layer and the 
independent blocking layer, or between the independent blocking layer and the 
impregnated paper layer. 

6. (Cunrently Amended) The decorative material according to claim 1 . 
wherein the blocking layer comprises both an independent blocking layer and an 
impregnated blocking layer. 

7. (Previously Presented) The decorative material according to claim 6, 
wherein a pattern ink layer is provided either between the surface resin layer and the 
independent blocking layer, or between the independent blocking layer and the 
impregnated blocking layer. 

8. (Previously Presented) The decorative material according to daim 1 , 
wherein the l^ocldng layer comprises a cured material of a two component curing 
type urethane resin. 

9. (Previously Presented) The decorative material according to daim 1 , 
wherein the surface resin layer comprises the cured material of the icMilzing radiation 
curing resin comprising an alkylene oxkle modified polymerizable compound. 

10. (Previously Presented) A decorative sheet comprising the decorative 
material according to daim 1 and a base material to be adhered. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The decorative material according to daim 2, 
v^erein the blocking layer comprises a cured materia! of a two component curing 
type urethane resin, 

12. (Previously Presented) The decorative material according to claim 2, 
wherein the surface resin layer comprises the cured material of the ionizing radiation 
curing resin comprising an alkylene oxide modified polymerizable compound. 
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
